The Bears’ run to the final against 
the Marauders was half the fun as 
they had to get past two extremely 
tough teams. 

Coming into the eight team tour- 
nament seeded second, Alberta 
drew an unfavourable first-round 
opponent—the hometown St. 
Mary’s Huskies. The Huskies en- 
tered the big show on a controver- 
sial wild card berth but had the 
advantage of the local fans on their 
side. The crowd of 8,624 made up 
primarily of Huskies faithful wit- 
nessed the most exciting game of 
the tournament. 

Led by the sizzling hand of third- 
year guard Greg De Vries, Alberta 
escaped witha dramatic 89-85 over- 
time win. It wasa game that had the 
Bears trailing by three points with 
32 seconds left in regulation time. 
De Vries, who had 35 points in the 
game, stepped up, first hitting a 
clutch three pointer and then tying 
the game on a lay-up with four 


seconds left. In overtime De Vries 
again scored the key points that put 
the Bears over the top and into the 
second game.

The Bears once again managed to 
find a way to win in the semi-final 


game against the Brandon Bobcats. 
Inanother painfully close affair, the 
Bears edged Brandon 79-75 to ad- 
vance to the championship game. 

On this night, two different Bears 
stepped forward to lead the team to 
victory. Clayton Pottinger and Greg 
Badger were the sparkplugs for 
Alberta. Pottinger led the team with 
17 points and Badger emerged at 
the end of the game and scored the 
key buckets the Bears needed. 

“As has been the case with this 
team all year long, somebody has 
always stepped up. Somebody has 
always made the difference in our 
game. Tonight down the stretch 
Badger played outstanding,” said 
Bears coach Don Horwood. 
Horwood received CIAU Coach of 
the Year honours before the tourna- 
ment started. 

Though it was less dramatic 
than the previous two games, the 
final against McMaster was the 
confrontation that the Bears pro- 
gram has been waiting for since it

The 
newest Students’ Union service 
received their 1000th call Monday 
night. 

“] think it has gone incredibly 
well. We have 1000 patrons, we 
have all our equipment, and all the 
volunteers we need,” said Safewalk 
coordinator Joseph Ferenbok. 

The service, which has only been 
in operation since November, ac- 
companies students to nearby des- 
tinations from on-campus. 

Safewalk averages about 15 calls 
pernight, thoughthenumber drops 
to about ten on Fridays and Satur- 
days. 

But Ferenbok notes that despite 
the encouraging numbers, volun- 
teers would like to see more calls 
coming in. 

“Volunteers get disheartened if 
they’re not walking. I wish people 
would give them more to do.” 

Currently entirely volunteer- 
run, it has been picking up more 
and more users recently. Next year, 
itis slated to become an official SU 
service, which would entail a 
greater budget anda paid director's 
position. 


Ferenbok says though usership 
is high, he still hears that people 
are sometimes unsure about 
whether or not to use the service. 

“T still feel like there are people 
on campus who don’t want to in- 
convenience us...but that’s what 
our volunteers are there for.” 

Ferenbok isn’t sure yet whether 
Safewalk will be operating during 
the summer, but he is hopeful it 
will. 

“During the summer is when we 
[the University] have the majority 
of incidents. It’s the time when 
we're needed most,” notes 
Ferenbok, adding, “It depends on 
whether people want it, and 
whether we get the volunteers.” 

Ferenbok said Safewalk is will- 
ing to stay open later if the demand 
is there. 

“T’m sure we would have volun- 
teers willing to do it.”

GFC: General Faculties Council 


General Faculties Council is the highest academic decision-making body for the 
University of Alberta. Itis comprised of approximately 130 members, of which 
41 are undergraduate students and 13 are graduate students. It makes 
decisions on many crucial matters such as: program closures, faculty quotas, 
university entrance averages and most of the regulations which govern the 
University. In light of the upcoming cuts to education, GFC has an important 
role to play. Dr. Davenport has publicly stated that proposals which do not 
obtain the support of GFC will not be undertaken. 

The student members of GFC control over one third of the votes, and may 
when acting in concert help to determine the results of any vote put to GFC. 
Normally GFC meets once per month on a Monday, from 2-5 p.m., but this 
summer an unusually large number of meetings will be held. This is because 
of the proposals put forward by the University Administration in a document 
known as Quality First. 


Quality First 


There are 15 proposal in Quality First, many of which will radically change the 
University if they are passed at GFC. Proposal 1 calls for the elimination of the 
Dentistry Faculty by the 1997-98 academic year. Proposals 2.1 asks for a 
comprehensive change in the 4 year Bachelor of Education Degree, to a 2+2 
model where prospective teachers would be required to take the first 2 years 
of their program in faculties outside of Education, and the last 2 years inside the 
Faculty of Education. Furthermore, proposals 2.2 through 2.4 would require 
the Faculty of Education to change its after degree program, reduce the 
number of graduate programs and face cuts to the Faculty budget of $5 million 
over three years. Other proposals include the merging five departments in the 
Faculty of Science into a single department of Biological Sciences, the merger 
of several departments in Arts, and a variety of changes which will affect 
virtually every faculty in this University. For further information, see the 
University Secretariat for copies of this document. 


Responsibility & Attendance 


The importance of General Faculties Council is obvious, as it will be making 
decisions on many of the proposals in Quality First. Those who have chosen to 
become GFC representatives, either faculty members or students have taken 
upon themselves the tremendous responsibility of making decisions which will 
have far reaching impacts. The nature and quality of the education available 
at this University will be affected by the decisions GFC makes upon the 
proposals outlined in Quality First. In order for GFC to make well-informed 
decisions which are representative of the University as a whole and 
students in particular, attendance is vital. For those who are members of 
GFC or who are contemplating becoming members, please look at the summer 
meeting requirements, and decide if this commitment is one which you can 
fulfill. If you cannot, then you should give serious consideration to resigning 
and allowing someone who can attend take your place. If you are planning on 
taking courses during the hours of 2:00 - 5:00 pm on Mondays, you should not 
plan on being a GFC representative. The Students’ Union will be making every 
effort to encourage attendance and if we can be of any help, please contact us 
at 492-4236, and ask for the VP. Academic or the University Affairs Coordinator. 
For anyone who knowsa GFC representative, please encourage their attendance, 
and let them know what you think about Quality First. In order to encourage 
attendance, the Students’ Union will regularly be publishing an attendance 
record in the Gateway. Please take your responsibility seriously and attend 
all of the GFC meetings. You alone can attend, no alternates are allowed. 


GFC Student Caucus 


Prior to every GFC meeting, the Students’ Union organizes a meeting for the 
Student Representatives on GFC. If you are a GFC student member, we will be 
calling you about upcoming GFC Student Caucus meetings, one in April, and 
one in early May. If you are uncertain as to whether or not we have your 
number, or your number has changed, please let us know; again we can be 
reached at 492-4236, ask for the VP Academic or the University Affairs 
Coordinator. Just so you know, all GFC student representatives have their 
agendas sent to the Students’ Union office on the second floor of SUB unless 
they have notified the University Secretariat of another mail location.

Do you ride the bus? 


Proposed transit cuts could hurt students

Students could be paying higher 
bus fares and waiting longer at the 
bus stop if a motion before city 
council is passed Tuesday night. 

Karen Wichuk, Students’ Union 

mm 'P external, said she has a lot of 
Reservations about the proposed 
changes, which include a fare in- 
crease of 15 cents a ride and cuts in 
service totaling over 22,000 hoursa 
Year. 

‘If the city’s going to offer this 
service, they'd better make sure 
it'sa good service,” said Wichuk, 
Noting that students will be directly 
affected by the proposed cuts in 
Operation. 

She made a presentation to city 
council a couple of weeks ago, and 
“ys many bystanders were im- 
Pressed with the SU’s information. 

According to Wichuk 13,400 stu- 
dents use the transit system every 
day, not including academic, non- 


academic, and administrative staff. 

Shealso alluded tothe large num- 
bers of elementary, junior high, and 
senior high school students that 
use the service ona daily basis, and 
depend on it to get to school. 

“Some of these kids will have to 
wait over an hour for buses.” 

One of Wichuk’s major concerns 
with the decreased service includes 
the safety of students travelling 
from campus late at night. 

“The University does not shut 
down at 6pm. Night classes don’t 
start until 6:30....Students leaving 
campus by transit have a funda- 
mental right to feel secure at night.” 

She noted that the University 
and SU have taken many steps to 
ensure safety on campus, but once 
people leave campus, they can’t be 
protected while waiting at a bus 
stop for up to an hour. 

In her presentation to council, 
Wichuk also mentioned the traffic 


congestion problems around the U 
of A and the limited parking which 
would be available if commuters 
chose to drive instead of take the 
bus due to decreased service. 

“If you inconvenience people 
enough, they will stop riding the 
bus. The money factor gets out- 
weighed by the time commitment 
involved.” 

Wichuk and others will be meet- 
ing with the mayor and councillor 
Lillian Starozik on April 7 to dis- 
cuss the changes. She has been try- 
ing to arrange a meeting to deal 
with transit cuts since September, 
but has been given the “run- 
around.” 

Ultimately, Wichuk says the city 
is shooting themselves in the foot. 

“They see it as a revenue base, 
but by cutting the service they will 
lose revenue....If the city’s not go- 
ing to run it effectively and effi- 
ciently, they should privatize it.”

Ursula Misztal is a fourth year En- 
glish Honours student who was 
vactioning in Mexico during the 
Chiapas uprising. The following is her 
eyewitness account from New Year's 
Eve to January 2, 1994. 


New Year's Eve in San Cristébal 
de las Casas was, believe it or not, 
pretty boring. 

My father and I had travelled in 
Chiapas since December 13. We 
stopped in San Cristébal because 
my Dad loved the Spanish-style 
colonial town the last time he was 
there. 

Around 9:30 we walked up to a 
church on the north end where we 
could see the lights of the entire 
town. As we looked over the city, a 
whole section of lights went dark. 
Thinking back, that’s when they 
started to infiltrate the town. The 
loud bangs of New Year fireworks 
would have covered gunfire. 

We met up with Brian, a 
vactioning British military engineer 
and went to dinner with him. After 
acouplerounds of tequila we turned 
in around 1 am. 

“There's a war going on.” 

My dad, a chronic early riser, 
woke me up at 8 am, gave me a 
couple of tortillas he had bought in 
the street and said, “Guess what? 
The army’s in town.” 

We went for coffee and met up 
with Brian.- 

“So you're going to Palenque this 
morning?” he asked, excitedly. 
“There’s a war going on.” 

Being the only one of us who 
spoke and read Spanish, Brian knew 
that the papers posted everywhere 
were the Zapatista Army of Na- 
tional Liberation Declaration of 
War. 

Tourists were very excited, like 
they were in the middle of a movie. 
San Cristobal is a favourite out of 
the way tourist spot. Cafés did a 
booming business as the tourists 
took to the streets to make the revo- 
lution a Kodak moment.

Nobody patrolled the streets. 
Some of the guerrillas occupied the 
main plaza while others went from 
door to door asking for food. They 
didn’t seem to threaten or force 
anyone to give them food. It was 
obvious they would have preferred 
tourists not take pictures of them 
but instead of smashing cameras 
and threatening people, they cov- 
ered their faces with hats or gun 
barrels. 

They wore khaki uniforms and 
black rubber boots. They had 
wrapped red neckerchiefs around 
their necks and arms. Their flag 
was completely black except for a 
red star in the bottom left hand 
corner and white initials, EZLN, 
written in the middle. I saw at least 
four young women and five ado- 
lescent boys armed and uniformed. 

Army planes fly by. 

Across from the occupied mu- 
nicipal building sat the Santo 
Domingo church [of Bishop Samuel 
Ruiz, Indian rights activist]. On the 
other side sat the San Clara Hotel. A 
slightly toned down marketplace

bustled in the plaza. 

In the late after- 
noon, military 
planes flew over 
San Cristébal. Be- 
fore, none of the 
Natives looked 
scared, butassoon 
as they saw those 
planes businesses 
closed and the 
market quickly 
packed up. The lo- 
cals seemed to 
know who their 
enemies were. 

People filed into 
the church and, 
feeling nervous, 
we followed them. 
People every- 
where prayed and 
a spontaneous 
mass began. My 
Dad turned to me 
and asked, “Per- 
haps you'd like to 
reconsider not be- 
ing Catholic any- 
more.” 

After the mass, 
we heard by word 
of mouth about a 
meeting of all the

The Zapatistas 
told us to come 
totheSan Clara 
Hotel at six the 
next morning 
for evacuation.

A remarkable musician

Stephen Fearing is a singer-songwriter of 
the highest calibre and one of the brighter 
new talents on the Canadian folk scene. La- 
belling him a folk artist, however, probably 
isn’t completely fair. He is a folk artist in the 
same veinas Richard Thompson—a talented 
songwriter and musician capable of switch- 
ing with ease from electric to acoustic guitar. 
And what a remarkable guitar player he is, 
nimbly picking his way through instrumen- 
tal tunes like “Lark and Duke” and “The 
Station” on his newly released third album 
The Assasin’s Apprentice. 

Fearing has had an interesting life. Born 
in Vancouver he moved with his family to 
Dublin at the age of seven and lived there 
until he was eighteen. He then spent a 
number of years in Minneapolis where he 
first stared to play guitar seriously and even- 
tually was drawn back to Vancouver where 
he now lives. 

“Dublin was very influential for me in the 
sense that Ireland is a land of creative idiots. 
It’sa country smaller than Vancouver Island 
and yet consider all of the art that has come 
out of there. It’s a bit mindboggling actually 
and you can’t help but pick up on that living 
there.” 

Despite this his music is not as Celtic 
sounding as I was led to believe. On one 
hand I was a little disappointed, but after a 
few songs that feeling quickly vanished. 
The only hint of Celtic music on the new 
album is found in the last song, “The Life,” 
which has a tin whistle come in at the end.

The biggest test of all came in the 
final game where Cunningham 
went against 6’8” All-Canadian Jack 
Vander Pol. The 250 pound mon- 
ster is a dominating force in the 
paint, breaking the CIAU rebound- 
ing record this season with over 16 
boards a game. Not only did 
Cunningham make Vander Pol a 
non-factor in the final game, he 
managed to collect 13 rebounds of 
his own to Vander Pol’s seven. 

“He has played so good this year 
and he has improved so much over 
last year,” said Cunningham's team- 
mate Scott Martell who was also an 
important factor in the paint over 
the weekend. “I’ve watched him

The MVP award came asashock 
to Cunningham. 

“Tt came as a total surprise. I 
mean any number of guys on this 
team could have won the award.” 

Though Cunningham made the 
biggest impact, particularly in the 
final game, a number of Bears 
shone just as brightly as the big 
forward. 

Greg De Vries lit it up in the 
first game, scoring 35 points and 
single handedly guiding the Bears 
through the first game. Against 
Brandon Clayton Pottinger, Greg 
Badger and Martell stepped up to 
lead the way. And in the final 
Scott Karaim made a big impact 
when he was asked to guard the 
McMaster big players after 
Cunningham and Martell gotinto 
foul trouble. 

“All year long we have been 
able to accept our roles and ac- 
cept the fact that if you’re not on 
one day somebody else is going 
to get the opportunity,” said De 
Vries. 

In the biggest game of all 
Murray Cunningham had the 
opportunity and he seized it. 


found themselves in foul trouble 
early. Scott Martell and Murray 
Cunningham were each plagued 
with three fouls in the first half. 

“] was surprised,” said Martell. 
“It’s a lot different than Canada 
West because at home they [the of- 
ficials] let us play and get away 
with a lot more.” 

This allowed Scott Karaim to 
come in to play the post and he 
performed quite effectively against 
the taller Mac players. Karaim led 
the Bears at the half with eight 
points. Peter Knechtel also provided 
asparkoff of the bench witha couple 
of offensive rebounds and a three 
point play. At one point, there were 
no true post players in the game for 
the Bears as five guards were on the 
floor turning up the defensive pres- 
sure.

De- 
spite having to go deeper down the 
bench than ever before, the Bears 
acquired a 41-29 half time lead. 

“We have the best bench in the 
league and we proved it tonight,” 
said Cunningham, the 
tournament’s MVP. 

The second half began witha bang 
for McMaster as they went ona 7-2 
run to tighten things up. And to 
make matters worse, Martell picked 
up his fourth foul ona questionable 
call during a time when the Bears 
were having trouble getting any 


shots to fall. 

McMaster continued to gain mo- 
mentum as the country’s leading 
rebounder Jack Vander Pol went to 
work. Vander Pol collected some 
key offensive rebounds and cleared 
his way back up to make two 
putbacks which brought the Ma- 
rauders within three points. 

The Bears hung inas they haveso 
many times before, and eventhough 
Mac came close, the Bears would 
not be denied. 

“Sometimes when. you come 
within one point you get a team in 
a situation where they start playing 
not to lose,” said McMaster coach 
Joe Raso. “They just kept playing to 
win.” 

In the last two minutes of the 
game, McMaster continually fouled 
the Bears in an attempt to stop the 
clock, but Alberta made them pay 
for it by collecting freebies at the 
charity stripe to pull out the vic- 
tory. 

“What a tremendous showcase 
for the championship game,” said 
an elated Horwood. “McMaster 
brought out the best in us today 
because they played their best.”
